3.')342— Calgary,  hy  Mr.  Inspector  Fletcher,  contains  31  22  per  cent  of  proof 
spint,  IS  labelled  Gely's  Non-Alcoholic  Wine.  Augusta  Gely,  Taragona, 
.Spain.  "This  wine  is  produced  from  the  pure  grape  juice  only,  and 
warranted  free  from  any  alcohol." 

This  is  evidently  intended  to  imply  that  no  alcohol,  as  such,  has 
been  added  to  the  wine.  It  should  not  have  been  offered  as  unfer- 
mented.

■ervative  alto.  Thui,  of  eleven  tMnplen  (one  being  a  wine)  which  are  djred,  all  but  one 
(Na  30962)  conUin  salicylic  acid  ;  while  tA  fourteen  xamplet  which  contain  thi«  pre- 
iiervative,  all  but  four  are  dyed.  (34402,  3468»,  32613,  34313).  Of  thexe  32613 
and  34.11.1  muMt  bo  regarded  tm  fermented  winaa. 

Under  the  heading  Ejttraet,  are  given  two  numbers  ;  the  first  being  the  solids  in 
solution  derived  from  tue  speciic  gravity  of  the  dealoohoiiaed  grape  juice,  as  interpivted 
by  Table  II,  published  in  Bulletin  Na  59  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemi'try,  Washington. 
The  second  number,  which  is  usually  about  3  per  cent  less,  is  obtained  by  diract  wekh- 
ing  of  the  wine  solids,  dried  at  100"  C.  The  Ubie  mentioned  has  evitlently  been  pi»- 
pared  by  drying  the  wine  solids  Icnn  completely  than  they  are  dried  on  asbeatca,  at 
100"  C;  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  hat  some  change  in  the  character  tA  the  nlids 
reoults  from  employment  of  the  liigh<!r  temperature.  Either  set  of  nurobars  may  be 
used  in  interpretation,  but  the  two  methods  cannot  safely  be  used  interchangeably. 
The  residue  in  essentially  Nugars,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  in  this  unfermented  juice  the 
lulded  cane  sugar  is  quite  as  completely  inverted  ax  in  a  fermented  wine.  Cane  sugar 
M  Huch  is  preseut  in  traces  only.  The  amount  of  residual  solids  ranges  (in  the  unRr. 
mented  grape  juice)  from  11  per  cent  (No.  32612)  to  ;13  60  per  cent.  (No.  34403). 

It  is  evident  that  this  is  due  to  the  varying  amounts  of  sugar  added  to  the  must 
by  (iiflbrent  makers ;  and  a  certain  uniformity  among  samples  of  the  same  brand  is 
observable.     This  is  shown  by  the  following  examples  : —

The  ftiidity  of  ordinary  xrape  juice  appears  to  be  aljout  I  to  1  5  per  cent  (as 
tartaric  acid)  and  the  volatile  acMa  are  trifling  in  amount  When  the  acidity  ia 
decKle<lly  lew  than  1  per  cent  it  ia  probable  that  we  are  dealing  with  a  fa<titioua  juit-e. 
^ZVS"  (•5"'"oP«»"'  Sf^pe  J«'««  ««>»y  have  a  lower  acidity,  as  illustrated  by  Sm.  34314 
34952  and  34964. 

Finally,  it  ia  to  lie  noted  that  our  inspeetors  obUin,  in  the  case  of  each  sample, 
three  bottlea  of  the  grape  juice  ;  and  theae  are  known  by  the  aame  number,  and  are 
asaumed  to  represent  the  xame  article.  Thay  i-hould  give  identical  reanlU  on  analyaia 
and  if  the  juat  atated  aaaumption  were  correct,  they  woulil  do  so.  A*  a  matter  of  fact, 
tlie  eontenu  of  bottles  bearing  the  wine  number  eometimeM  prove  to  be  very  unlike 
The  results  of  unalyais  published  herewith  were  obUined  by  work  done  upon  the  bottle 
especially  intended  for  the  analyst.  A  second  bottle  remains,  under  neal,  in  the  handa 
of  the  vendor,  while  the  third  bottle  ia  kept  in  thU  office,  under  seal,  in  the  event  of  ita 
being  required  under  aeotion  15  of  the  Adulteration  Act.  In  a  few  easea,  this  thii-d 
bottle  haa  been  aubmitted  to  analysia,  and  the  following  inaUnoes  show  how  great 
differences  may  exiat  between  articles  of  so  called  unferinented  grape  juice,  bearing  the 
aame  numlwr.  and  apparently  having  the  same  manufacturer.  In  exolanation  of  the 
necessity  of  collecting  three  bottles,  instead  of  dividing  the  contenU  of  one  bottle  Into 
three  parta,  I  may  say  that  where  grape  juice  ia  preserved  by  sterilization,  and  without 
antis^tics,  the  fiwt  of  opening  the  bottle  causes  the  cerUin  alteration  and  destruction 
oftlie  sample  by  fermentotion.  It  is  by  reason  of  auoh  treatment  that  samplea  165  and 
ibb  were  received  in  unfit  condition  for  analysu.
